Let Us Have Manufactures. 


From a speech made by Mr. Buckley. of 
Alabama, we quote the following statistics 
toshow what the South hasto gain by 
manufacturing: 

Ile said that there were $200,000,000 
worth of raw cotton exported annually, 
that only need be turned into yarn to com- 
mand $400,000,000, and that the South 
could make thia gain conveniently, He 
asked that machinery necessary for this 
fabrication might be imported free from 
duty, and represented the gains that would 
result, incidentally as well as directly. 
were the cotton-growing States to spin 
thelr crops and export it only in that 
form, adducing proof that British labor 
and machinery raised the value of 1,000,- 
000.000 pounds raw cotton imported, from 
£41,060,°66 to £81,430,877, equivalent to 
$394.996353 in gold. The English yarn 
export in 1867 was 174,537,970 pounds at 
£14,700.104; of which £7,426,779 was in- 
creased value given to it by spinning only. 
One-halfof the whole amount spun was 
drawn from the South, and so one-half of 
all the profit, amounting to $200,000.000 

annually, might be retained in the South 
by adding merely the first stage of fabri- 
cation to production. . 4
